organization, spoke at one 
рой tof the inherent dangers 
in (of all things) colored 
tissue paper. Mr. Hummel 
pointed out that “while the 
tissue itself will dissolve, the 
chemicals that provide 
colour will not thus con- 
| natng the water." In 
addition he mentioned the 
‘non-returnable bottle’’ 
dilemma now facing 
ecologists. ‘‘These con- 
taminators become (once 
they are discarded) relics of 
this era — bits of pollution 
that will dot the countryside 
for hundreds of years to 
come." He called for a

A young Toronto soccer 
player, who was with a team 
touring Italy, was reported 
missing yesterday by friends 
who said he may have been 
grabbed for military service 
by the Italian Army. 

Richard Morandini, 20, was 
reported missing by Michael 
Crosbie, music director of 
Westview Centennial Second- 
ary School in North York, who 
escorted the school’s band and 
soccer team to England. 

Speaking in London, Mr. 
Crosbie said that the soccer 
team had played a couple of 
matches in Italy and, after 
the final game in Genoa, 
Richard did not return to 
En land. 


“The Italians may have 


“picked” him up for military 
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Mr. Crosbie said. 

He 
failed to return. and we've 
asked the Canadian High 
Commission to investigate.

A two-year experiment, 
designed to cut vandalism 
in North York schools, 
seems to be working. 


For every dollar by 
which vandalism costs 
were reduced in 1977 some 
Worth York schools have 
received 50 cenis as a 
bonus to be spent on sup- 
plies and activities.. 


The school’ board's 
. maintenance and repair 
' costs in 1977 were 15 per 
cent lower than in 1976. 


But the real savings is 
2B per cent, according to 
Wayne Busch, controller of 
the planning and plant de- 
partment. 

Projections had put the 
cost of wilful destruction 
13 per cent higher in 1977. 

The cost in 1977 was 
$286,324 or 505.792 below 
1976 costs and 593,076 
below anticipated costs. 
The board is returning 
$47,967 to schools, as 
incentive payments for 
student-related projects. 


SCHEME UNIQUE 


,Busch told The Star yes- 
lerday the scheme. is 
unique in Metro and, to his 
knowledge, there is no 
similar project in Canada. 

There were some incen- 
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tive schemes in the United 
States but these were 
negative schemes, he said, 
in which money is deduct- 
ed from student councils if 
vandalism rises. 

“Ours is a positive 
scheme," Busch said. 
Money is distributed 1o 
families of schools bul 
only 9 of the 18 will pick 
up cash, Vandalism in the 
remainder increased over 
1976's figures. 

The biggest beneficiary 
is Westview Centennial 
school family where a 
whopping $78,183 damage 
in 1976 was reduced to 
$49,689 last year. The 
schools in that area col- 
lected $14,247. 

The Earl Haig family re- 
duced costs from $30,944 in 
1976 to $12,957 last year 
and, as a result, pocketed 
58,994. 

Other sehool families 
benefitting were A. Y. 
Jackson, York Mills, Sir 
Sandford Fleming, Victo- 
ria Park, Pleasantview, 
Emery and Newtonbrook.
